PROTEST 

FRENCH tioctors, accortitng to recent 
cabk reports, arc atlacliing the 
latest Paris fasliions, claiming tbi^ arc 
unrealistic and unhealthy, 

"Women can't cat normally and wear 
such clothes," said Dr. Gregory Duvin, 
a leading Pari* physician, "so ihey cat 
little aud iheir health becomes impaired. 

"CoaluTim try to create something 
difffTtnt each ssmon- They even try to 
ckangi the human figure, and wotnen do 
not dare to pTotest." 

M this poinl we couldn't help pro- 
testing outseivcs that Dr. Duvin gave 
women ttxj httlc credit if he believed 
that the majority alavisMy followed 
fajihiuns. 

Women do make changes in thcii 
wardiubcs to bring thttm into line with 
faahion, but extreme and unronifortablc 
fasihions anc adapted, a.<; the scasoa 
develops, to styles still new but accept- 
able to sensible wonjcn. 

As wdl, women are iafltienced in their 
ihoice oj dotkes by ih^ir menfolk. 

A husband might achniie otlier women 
wearing extronc clothes, but though hc 
lilcs his wife and dai^liters io look fash- 
ionable he ttsually prefers thrtn not to 
look conspictioiis. 

The oidy fa.'ihion revolution to be 
whoiehcartedly wckomcd by women was 
the post-war New Look. 

That itxik, with ils stnall waist and 
Jong, full skirte, was ciisentially feminine, 
a natural reaction from the drabness of 
war. 

Bui since then, although n sticcenion 
of "l^okf hus been intri?dut:ed few 
women have adopted Ihem, 

Certainly, Dr. Duvin wa.s correct when 
he said thai wtuncn diet to look smart. 

But this isn't a bad thing. Overweight 
is net only attbeeotning but, in some 
cases, unhe,althy. 

If a women diets moderately tq keep 
her figure neat, or more tkajaically, with 
the approval of her docto.r, she ncH only 
fook."; better but feefe better.
